den, has been the Subje@ of the 
Matter of Europe’s Speculations for fome 
time, and the Enquiry of this Paper amounts 
to this in particular and no more, viz. whe- 
ther if his Swedifh Majefty thould fall in 
upon the Emperor at this time, it would not 
oblige him to recall his Troops out of Jtaly, 
and from the Invafion of Provence, and fo 
difappoiat Europe of fo fignificant a Cone 
queft as that of Thoulon ? 

I hope no body will reckon me fo ridicn- 
loufly weak, as to regard what the Paffions 
of any Man may drive him to, in Vindica- 
tion of all that thisGreat Monarch thinks fit 
todo s I thall neither fay the more nor the 


lefs for any of their Clamours, let them go. 


on ; J hope I have liberty to give my Opi- 
nion, and any body may do the like as they 


pleafe, the liberty is common. ems 

In order te enquire into this Matter, it is 
neceffary a little, to ftate the prefent Pofture 
of the Affairs of both thefe Monarchs, the 
Emperor and the King of Sweden, as they 
refpe& the prefent War only. 

The Emperor, Embarra{s’d with feveral 
remote Wars, is Environ’d with Enemies 
on all fides, or with fuch Friends as oblige 
him to keep Guards upon all his Frontiers g 
and tho’ his Forces are very great and nume- 
rous, yetat Home he is naked, unguarded, 
and may be Infulted by a much meaner 
Prince than the Swede: an Inftance of which 
was plain {in the Duke of Bavaria, whofe 
own proper Forces were never 30000 Men 
intime of War, ordinarily not above 18000, 
who feizing on the Imperial Cities, of Ulm, 
Memingen, Kempen, Ratisbonne, and. laftly 
of Paffau, openly threatmed the sig 
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City of Vienna, while yet he had no fup- 
port bus bis own litshe little BleGorcse,a Ter- 
ritory but fmal), and notto be nam’d with 
the Swedifh Power-— Whether thefe being 
the prefent Circumftances of the Emperor, 
makes the gererofity of attacking him a- 
ny thing the greater, is an Enquiry may ad- 
mit of a Debate by it felf—I remember the 
French King was call’d many a Mahometan 
Name for falling upon the Smpercr, when he 
was engag’d ia a War withthe Jurks—And 
when the King of Denmark and the Crar 
of Mufcowy fell upon this very King of Swe- 
den before he was well fettled en his Throne, 
every body fald is was bafely done But I 
muft not deny fome People the liberty of 
calling that by hard Names in one, which 
they will approve in another And 
beroguing cne Crown’d Head, for Adtions 
which makes another a perfe& Hero. 

Well, however this is, his Jmperia} Ma- 
efty’s Cale is fo at this; time Inclufive of 
his Garrifons in Aungaria and Tranfilvarishe 
has not fefs than 5000 in Arms on that fide, 
Seao in Bavaria, 14000 on the Expedition 
to Naples, aud 15000 more in /taly, about 
12000 on the Rhine, about 8000 in the He- 
reditary Countries, and 3000 his Houfe- 
hold Troops, or ordinary Guards ahout bis 
Perfon, thefe amount co 110000 Men inal, 
but of thefe he cannot bring 1roooo Men in- 
to the Field on any new Expedition, or to 
defend himfelfagainft any new Attack,with- 
out drawing from fome of his prefent moft 
Important Engagements. 

On the other hand, the Swedes Affairs 
fidnd thus—-He is a Vittorious Prince, asthe 
Modern way of counting up Vi&ories is 
reckon’d 4 he has finifh’d his Conqueft of 
King Auguftus his moft Capical Enemy, and 
brought him to fend him Charre Blancheswhe- 
ther he ufes him as a Man of Gallantry and 
Honour would do, one that had fubmicred 
wholly to his Generofity, and had Courted 
his Clemency, putting himfelf wholly ioto 
his Hands, I muft noc here determine ; I 
am told, moft partof the World would thitk 
otherwife —Buc my Corre@or will bave it, 
if he had cut his Head off after his Parol 
of Honour, he had been ftilla Hero, or ia 
general, he cannot ufe him too itl. 

Haring rwin’d King Anguftus, and barba- 


roufly treated a Proteftant Nation , for 
which I cannot but belive, Juftice will one 
Day think fit to call himtoan Account, as 
well as for the Cale of his poor Livonians, 
whofe Biood is daily Sacrifiz’d to the Mufs 
covite 5 he is now perfeétly at leifure, for it 
does not feem tome, that Poland or any o- 
ther Place takes up his Care——— He has 40 
{© g00co as good Troops abont him as any 
in Europe, he feems to have no Bulinefs for 
them to do thatthe World yet knows of-— 
And this is the Cale of Smeden. 

Our foreign Accounts tell us, he is pick- 
ing, Quarrels as we call it with the Emperor, 
demands Satisfaétion of him, and yer will 
not receive Count Wratiflaus, who was fent 
to know his Demands; makes Pretenfions 
upon the manner of Ele&ting the Emperors, 
and demands a thoufand Extravagancies rhat 
cannot be granted 3 that he threatens to 
Day Bobemis, to Morrow Silefz2, to Day 
he isto be chofen King of the Romans, ro 
Morrow he is to reftoreBavaria,and the like ; 
—I do not fay all thefe things are troe, or 
any of them-—--= And on the other Hand, 
God forbid I fhould with him good {pecd in 
all his Aétions, or in any of them, bat fuch 
only as are confiftent with the Grand Caule 
of Religion, which the Proteftant Powers 
of Europe, and this Nacion ia particular, are 
engag'd in. 

To with him Succefs in general, or in pare 
ticular even againft the Emperor at this 
Jun&ture, at another Seafon Ict himge on 
as he pleafes; but I fay, co wilh bem Suc- 
cefS now, tho’ againft the Popifh Power of 
the Empire —In my Opinion is to auyie the 
QUEEN, with Deftrudtion to Enpland,and 
delire all our Expedicions fo be Abottive 5 
to wifh Succefs to him now again& sur 
Allies, is to wifh the Confederacy brake, 
the Proteftane Intereft rnin’d, and the Li- 
berties of Europe given upto Tyraany and 
Oppreffion ; “tis to with our Couacils blafts 
ed, our Armies overthrewn, and our Ene- 
mies Triumphant. 

If the Jmperial Troops in Jtaly, and on the 
Rbine, backward as they ave, muft be call’d 
away, to defend che Emperor againft the 
Swede, who muf check the Vittories of the 
Marfhal Pidars 2 Who carry oe the Siege ol 
Thoulon ? Who fupport the Duke.ot sams 
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Who relieve King Charles in Catalonia ? Can 
wedo this alone without the Emperor ? 

We may complain of the /mperiaiCouncils, 
and with good Caufe fay, they do nor dif: 
charge their Part— But let us not fancy the 
Imperial Alliance at the fame time ufelefs 
to us; we fhould find Work enough to de- 
fend Italy without Prince Exgene, or ta keep 
the French out of Bavaria without the Jmpe- 
vial Army 3 we may talk fine things of the 
Swede fighting for Rengion, and going, to 
reftore the Pruccftants in Silefia and Bobe- 
mic—But this 1’il be bold to fay, if he falls 
upon that Work now, and obliges the Em- 
peror to recall his Armies from the Empire, 
and from Jtaly, to defend himfelf againft 
this new Enemy, he will ruine ten Prote- 
ftants here, to one he will reftore there— 
And doing this great Evil, to bring to pafs 
that little Good, little comparatively, is a 
Chriftianity Ido not underftand, let thofe 
defend it that can. 

If Lam te {peak my Mind of the King of 
Sweden, or asin Compliment to his : 
raéter I fhould delire to do; if 1 were to 


make a Panegyrick upom him, it fhould b= 
to fay, all thefe People aré out in their 
Politicks 5 the News-wrleers who fuggeft 
he will fatl on the Emperor, blind with Non- 
fence and Abfurdity, and they that with he 
would do it, Druok and dotcxicated with 
Rage at the Emperer. 

hat his Swedfjb Majety, whscever bis 
Refearments ac the Emperor may be, what- 
ever the Solicitations of the Silefiam and Bo- 
hemian Yrotefrants may be, yet has conf» 
dei’d Circumftances and Things, and fees 
the Proteftant Intereft in Europe muft fut- 
fer by it, the Confederates be expes’d, and 
Popifo Tyranny and French Power be affitted 
by it, and chat for this Reafon he ftays his 
Hand, and does not ftir about it. 

This isa juft,a noble andChriftian confides 
ration, and will make his Name famous m- 
deed ; for this he fhall be my Hero, and 
every honeft Man’s Hero, and GOD will 
never fail to give him an occafion, to reftore 
all the Oppreffed that fiye to him, when it 
may be done without {njuring an Intereft of

the reft of’ Europe be in , what would all 
your Wars one among another come to ? 
he would foon mediate a Peace for you, 
and you would be all content to lay afide 
your private Quarrels, and join, ay, even 
France and all, todefend your {elves again 
that more dangerous Tyranny of the Jurks. 

I would have fuch confider, how long 
the Turks would be confin’d to the Banks of 
the Danube, and how it would [ook among 
us to fee the Green Enfigns {pread upon the 
Upper Rhine, and the Half Moon ereéted in 
the Imperial Cities.
